Richmond, Ind., May 16.—Richmond 
Is in readiness to receive the thou­ 
sands of visitors who will come to­ 
morrow to attend the thirty-second 
annual encampment of Indiana depart­ 
ment, Grand Army of the Republic, 
and the annual conventions of its 
various auxiliary bodies. 
No city in Indiana that has acted 
as host to the Grand Army of the Re­ 
public has been more beautifully dec­ 
orated, and the visitors will find out­ 
ward evidence of welcome.

W ashington, 
May 
16.—In connec­ 
tion with its decree ordering the dis­ 
solution of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, the suprem e court 
of the United 
States 
also handed 
down its interpretation of the Sher­ 
man anti-trust law, long awaited by an 
anxious business world. 
In this, the first of its big decisions 
in the anti-trust cases, the court holds 
that the Standard Oil company is a 
conspiracy in restraint of trade and a 
monopoly 
in 
contrav ention 
of 
the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 
Thus after 
a fight of many years in which ev ery 
obstacle known to the legal profes­ 
sion has been interposed, the federal 
gov ernment has finally succeeded in 
its effort to compel this giant corpora­ 
tion to cast off its holding company 
and again to separate itself into its 
thirty-three constituent parts. 
To ac­ 
complish this gigantic undertaking the 
court sets a period of 
six months. 
This is an extension of fiv e months 
ov er the time allotted in the dissolu­ 
tion decree of the lower court. 
The 
decree of the circuit court w’as modi­ 
fied by the supreme court in only one 
other particular. 
The supreme court 
orders that the Standard Oil company 
and its subsidiaries shall not be ex­ 
cluded 
from 
interstate 
commerce 
pending the putting of its house in 
order. 
The decision of the court fails to 
point any way in which the Standard 
Oil company may dissolv e and reor­ 
ganize. 
“We construe the decree,” 
said the court, “not as depriv ing the 
stockholders or the corporations, after 
the dissolution of this combination of 
the power to make normal and lawful 
contracts or agreem ents, but as re­ 
straining them from, by any dev ice 
whatev er, recreating directly or indi­ 
rectly the illegal combination which 
the decree dissolv ed.” 


Effect of th e Decision. 


The decision of the court in regard 
to the general interpretation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law was awaited 
with greater anxiety by the business 
world than the finding of fact in the 
Standard Oil case. 
The court holds 
that it is necessary to distinguish be­ 
tween “reasonable” and “unreasona­ 
ble” restraint of trade as cov ered by 
the Sherman anti trust law. 
The effect of the decision as v iewed 
b y distinguished lawyers, is to insert 
the word “unreasonable” in to the 
general prohibition in the Sherman 
anti trust law against combinations in 
restraint of trade. The supreme court 
has thus eliminated the uncertainty 
with which all business combinations 
regarded the Sherman anti-trust law, 
and in the future it will be up to the 
gov ernment to draw the line between 
good and bad trusts. 
The &.nti-trust 
law' as construed by the court does not 
apply to all combinations, contracts 
or acts in restraint of trade, but only 
to those which are shown to be un­ 
reasonable and in which the intent to 
form an unlawful conspiracy or mo­ 
nopoly can he prov ed or inferred. 


Distin ctly Reassu rin g . 
The decision and its general effect 
w'as regarded here as distinctly re­ 
assuring to business 
The decision 
of the court was read by Chief .Justice 
Edward D. White. 
It was unanimous 
with the exception of Associate Jus­ 
tice H arlan’s dissent. 
Justice H ar­ 
lan’s words were marked hv biting 
sarcasm. He contended that the court 
had not gone far enough, and he ob­ 
jected particularly to the words of ihe 
chief justice in construing the scope 
and purpose of the anti trust act. 
He 
declared that the court had rendered 
an opinion that rev ersed an unbroken 
line of decisions for fifteen years past. 
He criticised the corporation lawyers 
who, failing to get an amendment to 
laws through congress, came to the 
United States courts for re lte t 
He 
added with manifest sarcasm that it 
w’as becoming fashionable to amend 
the constitution and the federal sta t­ 
utes by judicial constructions. 
It was the interpretation of the 
Sherman law so as to apply only to 
unreasonable combinations to which 
Associate Justice Harlan objected. 


Affects Only “ Ead ” Tru sts. 
Attorney General W ickersham and 
other officers of the adm inistration do 
not, howev er, share the gloom that 
seemed to enshroud Associate Justice 
Harlan. 
W ickersham and F. B. Kel­ 
logg, who was special counsel for.the 
gov ernment in the preparation and 
trial of the case, declared themselv es 
greatly pleased ov er the decision The 
attorney general in a public statem ent 
holds that substantially ev ery propo­ 
sition contended for by the gov ern­ 
m ent was affirmed by the supreme 
court. 
The attorney general acknowl­ 
edges that his office wall now be re­ 
stricted in bringing actions under the 
Sherman law to combinations which 
are unreasonably or unduly restrain­ 
ing interstate trade or commerce.

STANDARD’S OFFIGE 


26 Broadway Is Mum On the 
Dovisio n . 


New 
York, 
May 16. —Representa­ 
tiv es of the Standard Oil company in 
this city refuse to comment in any 
way on the decision handed down by 
the supreme court. 
The statem ent 
made at the Standard Oil building at 
26 Broadway was that nobody con­ 
nected with the company would hav e 
anything to say regarding the decision 
until they had had time to digest it. 
M. F. Elliott, general counsel for the 
company, and John 
D. Archbold, its 
v ice president, left their offices after 
the first news regarding the decision 
and its tenor reached here, but neither 
had anything to say. 
It has been estim ated that the as­ 
sets of the Standard Oil company, 
which the highest court has now or 
dered to he dissolv ed, amount to $ 600,- 
000,000 
in 
plants 
and 
properties. 
Since the company took ov er the 
stocks of the v arious subsidiaries it 
has nev er issued annual reports and 
its earnings hav e nev e rbeen made 
public except when brought out in 
court proceedings. 
For the last sev en 
years it had paid div idends of $ 40 a 
share. 
In 1900 and 1901 it paid $ 48 a 
share. 
Its lowest div idend was 36 per 
cent in 1904. 
These div idends were 
paid on an outstanding capital stock 
of $ 98,338,000. 
While the capitalization of some of 
the subsidiary companies has been 
increased, no change has been made 
in the holding company’s stock, though 
about the time of the beginning of the 
recent suit it w-as reported that such 
a plan was in contemplation 
Serious 
consideration of such 
an 
increase, 
howev er, was put ov er until the result 
of the suit was known. 
In 1909 the 
stock got down to $ 635 a share and 
later, in 1910, to $ 585. 
Its low’ record 
for this year was $ 617. 
Yesterday it 
sold at $ 679%. 
The high-water mark 
for Standard Oil stock was touched in 
1901, when it sold for $ 843.

El Paso, May 16.—Peace plans hav e 
been agreed upon, information from 
Mexico 
City 
has 
it, 
and 
General 
Diaz is willing to concede the fourteen 
gov ernors out of twenty-sev en states 
and four out of eight cabinet members 
demanded by the insurrectos. 
The 
m atter of the resignation of Diaz is 
not to be pressed. 
The insurrectos think General Rab- 
ago is coming from the south w'ith 
federáis 
to 
try 
to 
retake 
Juarez. 
Orozco, with 2,000 men, will m arch to 
meet the federal forces, departing as 
soon as possible. 
Many believ e that 
the departure of the insurrecto troops 
[ is especially desired by the political 
leaders, who believ e that military in­ 
action has caused much of the trouble 
of last week. Orozco himself is eager 
for the march. 
He is happy at the 
prospect of a fight with his ancient 
enemy Rabago, wrho broke through his 
lines and reliev ed the city during the 
first attem pted attack on Juarez. 
Orozco will be in actual charge of 
the m ov em ent, assisted by Lieutenant 
Colonel Villa and other commanders. 
Colonel Guiseppi Garibaldi has resign­ 
ed from actual command of his men. 
The Italian soldier, to whom General 
Nav arro surrendered, had 680 men, 
who now are led by Major Raoul Ma­ 
dero.
